( continued  from  September  number.) 

At  the  expiration  of  two  years’  services  I 
was  appointed  a Brigadier  General  of  Volun- 
teers, and  returned  to  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
mac, sharing  its  privations,  participating  in 
its  defeats  and  victories,  until  the  glorious 
day  of  Appomatox,  when  it  was  my  good  for- 
tune to  see  our  exhausted  foe  yield  to  supe- 
rior power. 

On  my  return  to  New  York  in,  1865,  I 
found  myself  in  a position  quite  different 
from  the  trying  one  of  former  days.  On  ac- 
count of  services  in  the  army  I had  no  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  a lucrative  position  in  the 
revenue  service;  my  marriage  with  Miss  Ed- 
wards took  place  shortly  afterward,  and  then, 
my  sisters  joined  us  in  our  new  city  home. 
A few  lucky  investments  enabled  me  to  enter 
into  extensive  and  successful  business  un- 
dertakings. At  his  death,  in  1868,  Dr.  Ed- 
wards bequeathed  to  me  his  very  fine  cabi- 
net of  American  coins,  thus  again  placing  me 
in  possession  of  the  1804  dollar.  An  exami- 
nation and  classification  of  his  collection  de- 
veloped in  me  a taste  for  gathering  old  coins, 
and  since  then  I may  be  said  to  have  devoted 
my  moments  of  leisure  to  this  interesting  and 
fascinating  pursuit.  My  married  life  has 
been  happy,  and  now,  when  my  hair,  tinged 
with  gray,  admonishes  me  that  the  eventful 
years  of  my  life  are  a thing  of  the  past,  1 
can  yet  look  back  and  say  from  the  bottom  ol 
my  heart  “My  life  has  been  blessed.”

When  Houghton  ceased  speaking  I startled 
up  as  Irom  a deep  reverie,  the  story  of  his 
happiness  brought  back  to  my  fevered  brain 
the  vivid  recollections  I would  fain  drive 
from  me;  there  flashed  before  my  eyes  the 
vision  of  a blue  eyed  maiden,  wooed  and  won 
by  me,  suddenly  torn  from  my  side  to  perish 
in  black  yawning  waters,  while  1,  holding  her 
up  with  my  utmost  strength  vainly  attempted 
to  give  my  life  to  save  hers;  then  the  long 
days  of  utter  dispair,  the  wanderings  in  dis- 
tant lands,  the  aimlessness  of  my  life,  the 
barren  results,  contrasted  with  Houghton's 
over-flowing  cup  of  joy, — all  these  caused  a 


feeling  of  utter  wretchedness  which  could  not 
be  suppressed,  nor  concealed.  I arose,  me- 
chanically shook  my  friend's  hand  and  bid 
him  adieu,  scarcely  listening  to  his  urgent  en- 
treaty to  remain  his  guest  during  the  night. 
And  whither  my  next  steps  ? I am  hastening 
now  along  the  deserted  avenue,  the  rain 
beating  my  face,  and  the  storm-wind  howling 
from  every  quarter,  for  the  equinoctial  storm 
has  arisen  in  all  its  fury.  At  my  feet, 
crouching  against  the  iron  railing  of  a fash- 
ionable church,  lies  an  old  decrepid  creature, 
to  whom  I toss  a handful  of  coins,  then  pass 
on  with  swifter  pace.  To  my  hotel,  a few 
hours  of  rest,  and  to-morrow  I shall  be  oft  for 
Equador  with  the  party  of  scientific  gentle- 
men, now  stopping  at  this  hotel,  sent  by  the 
Erench  government  to  make  a geological  sur- 
vey of  the  high  mountain  valleys  of  the  Andes.

Extract  from  the  correspondence  of  the  N.  Y.  Tribune. 

Quito,  December  31,  18S0. 

c-  » Among  the  gentlemen  who  were 
lately  overwhelmed  in  the  Ricochito  abyss, 
midway  between  Cayembe  and  Cotopax;  and 
whose  lives  were  sacrificed  to  their  scientific 
zeal,  was  Mr.  Louis  Montague,  member  of  an 
influential  New  York  family.  Before  his  de- 
parture from  Quito,  he  left  at  the  American 
Consulate  certain  effects,  and  a small  but 
heavy  steel  chest  containing  a valuable  col- 
lection of  coins  and  medals,  gathered  togeth- 
er by  him  in  his  long  voyages  around  the 
world,  with  instructions  that  in  case  of  acci- 
dent or  death  this  box  should  be  forwarded, 
without  being  opened,  to  General  F.  H.,  your 
well-known  townsman.  The  tragical  death 
of  this  estimable  gentleman  forcibly  recalls 
to  my  mind  the  sad  misfortune  which  befell 
him  some  twenty  years  ago,  when  he  and  his 
bride,  the  charming  and  accomplished  daugh- 
ter of  the  late  Judge  Lester,  unfortunately 
found  themselves  passengers  on  board  the 
ill-fated  Sound  steamer  Manhattan  while  on 
its  last  trip  from  New  York  to  Providence. 
During  the  night  the  boat  took  fire;  the  cap- 
tain and  many  passengers  perishing  in  the 


flames  cr  in  their  vain  attempts  to  man  the 
life-boats.  Montague  was  picked  up  towards 
morning  by  a passing  brig,  holding  in  one 
arm  the  lifeless  body  of  his  bride,  while  he 
clung  desperately  with  the  other  to  a floating 
plank.  The  shock  of  this  cruel  loss  upon 
his  mind  was  so  great  that  for  several  months 
his  friends  seriously  believed  him  demented, 
but  he  finally  recovered  sufficiently  to  seek 
forgetfulness  of  his  trouble  abroad.  After 
years  of  constant  traveling  during  which  he 
visited  almost  every  country  ot  the  globe,  he 
lately  returned  to  New  York  and  had  given 
his  friends  positive  assurance  that  he  had 
come  back  to  stay,  and  that  he  desired  to  en- 
ter his  brother’s  law  firm.  For  some  reason, 
still  unexplained,  he  suddenly  disappeared  a 
few  weeks  after  his  arrival  in  New  York. 
Five  weeks  ago  he  arrived  here  with  the 
French  party  of  geologists,  whom  he  had  se- 
cretly joined  in  New  York,  on  the  very  day  of 
their  departure  for  the  Isthmus.  At  the  ho- 
tel, where  I called  upon  him  several  times  at 
the  request  of  common  New  York  friends,  he 
was  moody  and  at  times  melancholy,  yet  he 
spoke  cheerfully  of  the  prospects  of  the  ex- 
pedition, and  regretfully  of  having  again  left 
New  York,  and  his  dear  friend  General  H. 
and  family,  to  whom  he  appeared  to  be  ex 
tremely  attached.  Thus  perished  a man, 
who,  possessing  all  the  advantages  of  birth, 
education,  and  social  position,  united  to  the 
finest  qualities  of  head  and  heart,  would 
probably,  but  for  the  one  terrible  accident, 
have  attained  a distinguished  position  in  his 
native  land.  The  sudden  transition  from  a 
state  of  perfect  happiness  to  the  long  and 
desperate  struggle  in  the  water,  the  Joss  of 
his  bride,  whose  life  had  probably  passed 
away  long  before  he  was  rescued,  had  reacted 
with  terrible  force  upon  a fine  and  highly 
nervous  organism,  and  I,  who  have  known 
him  somewhat  intimalefy  during  the  last 
years,  now  doubt  if  in  all  the  years  of  his 
wanderings  he  was  ever  really  fully  rational 
or  not!  I am  informed,  at  the  American 
Consulate,  that  the  box  containing  his  collec- 
tion of  coins  and  medals  is  already  on  its 
way,  and  will  reach  New  York  by  the  same 
steamer  as  this  letter.

YOUNG  COLLECTORS. 

The  daily  increasing  popularity  of  Numis- 
matics in  the  United  States  is  a well  worn 
theme  but  there  is  one  phase  of  it  which 
seems  to  have  been  entirely  neglected. 
From  whence  are  the  ranks  of  collectors  and 
connoiseurs  recruited  and  what  means  are 
being  taken  to  secure  a permanent  foot-hold 
for  what  is  now  being  constructed  at  the  ex- 
ense  of  so  much  care  and  money,  in  the 
way  of  popular  interest?  While  a few  hard- 
working, pains-taking  disciples  of  NuMrSMA 
are  laboring  to  build  up  a literature  of  the 
science  which  shall  rival  in  completeness  and 
authority  the  noblest  works  of  Eckhel  or 
Mommsen  and  importing  for  the  popular  ben- 
efit the  rarest  numismatic  treasures  the 
marts  of  the  old  world  afford,  they  are  al- 
lowing the  very  generation  which  should  rise 
up  in  the  course  of  time  to  most  appreciate 
and  honor  their  efforts,  to  be  goaded  by  con- 
stant mishaps  at  the  hands  of  unprincipled 
dealers  and  the  entire  absence  of  any  sources 
of  information  suited  to  the  wants  of  young 
collectors  into  an  utter  indifference,  nay  dis- 
gust of  the  whole  pursuit.  How  many  em- 
bryo Mickleys,  Dickenson,  Anthon,  and  oth- 
ers, who  would  do  honor  to  the  fraternity,  are 
literally  driven  out  of  all  interest  in  the  sub- 
ject by  such  men,  as  for  instance,  one  dealer, 
who  while  spending  thousands  of  dollars 
yearly  in  advertising  for  the  trade  of  ama- 
teurs, openly  boasts  that  he  “only  wants  a 
young  collector  about  two  months,  to  clean 
him  out.’’ 

Young  Americans  are  clearly  showing  an 
appreciation  of  the  great  educational  benefits 
to  be  derived  from  the  study  of  coins  and 
coinage  and  it  rests  with  the  workers  for  the 
advancement  of  the  science  whether  or  not 
they  secure  the  attention  and  ultimato  co-op- 
eration of  the  rapidly  increasing, — and  as 
rapidly  decreasing  class  of  young  collectors.

21.50  !!  ; the  Louis  XV  series  of 
jetons,  struck  for  America  1751 — 1758,  were 
each  and  every  one  of  those  strzick  in  silver- 
mint  restrikes,  but  brought  very  high  prices; 
the  Louis  XV  so-called  Oswego  medal  was 
certainly  cheap  at  17,50,  as  double  this 


amount  is  offe.ed  for  it  abroad,  and  none 
can  be  had;  the  coins  and  medals  of  Mexico, 
quite  fully  represented  sold  at  very  good  pri- 
ces, indeed  the  demand  for  these  both  here 
and  abroad  seems  to  be  unabating;  several  of 
the  large  French  American  medals,  restruck 
at  the  Paris  mint  at  an  average  cost  of  #4, 
each,  sold  for  int  rinsic  value,  etc.  One  of 
the  rarest  and  most  desirable  medals  in  this 
cabinet  was  the  English  medal  in  honor  of 
James,  1665,  with  the  titles  dux  ebor  et  al- 
ban  (New  York  and  Albany);  after  a sharp 
contest  it  was  bought  for  a collector,  at 
S50-50-

Among  the  rarities  of  the  American  series 
the  1751 — ’58  French-American  jetons  ap- 
peared to  contain  one  type  heretofore  un- 
known (No.  y),  this  sold  at  M.  101:  There 

were  a number  of  fine  and  uncirculated 
dimes,  half  dimes,  cents,  and  half  cents,  of 
early  dates,  but  none  of  decided  rarity,  bar- 
gains, all  of  them  for  those  represented  at 
the  sale;  the  chief  attraction  however  was 
No.  159,  1804  dollar,  in  uncirculated  condi- 
tion, of  which  photographs  have  been  exten- 
sively circulated  in  America  This  sold  for 
M.  (Reichs  mark.  =240)  900.  and  50  pfennig, 
but  without  guarantee.  If  there  was  but  one 
obverse  and  one  reverse  die  of  the  genuine 
i8od,  this  is  a skilful  alteration  because  it  is 
not  from  the  same  dies  as  the  Parmelee  dol  - 
lar, a genuine  U.  S.  Mint  restrike;  if  more 
than  one  pair  of  dies  were  used  at  the  Mint 
in  1804,  this  dollar,  with  the  lettered  edge, 
may  be  genuine,  and  in  the  latter  case  a 
great  bargain  tor  the  buyer.  The  fact  that 
neither  guarantee  would  be  given,  nor  assur- 
ance that  the  coin  would  be  taken  back,  if 
bought  conditionally  above  the  M.  900  50, 
would  probably  indicate  that  the  owner  had 
grave  doubt  of  its  authenticity.  Excepting 
tne  above  named  coins,  early  American 
Peace  medals  etc.,  sold  at  figures  generally 
higher  than  New  York  auction  prices.  A 
very  interesting  catalogue,  compiled  with  the 
unapproachable  thoroughness  of  detail  for 
which  German  numismatists  are  distin- 
guished.

HOW  IV.  E.  WOODWARD  BECAME  A 
COIN  DEALER. 

[From  circular  relating  to  the  sale  ol  his  collection  ] 

“My  love  for  collecting  is  so  great,  l have 
sometimes  fancied  that  I must  have  been 
born  a collector,  but  the  beginning  of  my 
coin  collecting  I am  able  to  trace.  When  I 
was  a child,  certainly  not  more  than  four 


years  of  age,  my  father  occasionally  showed 
me  a metallic  calendar  for  the  year  1799, 
which  he  possessed.  This,  together  with  an 
English  half-penny  and  a half-stiver  of  Esse- 
quebo  and  Demarara,  constituted  his  entire 
numismatic  collection.  The  desire  to  pos- 
sess these  pieces,  all  for  myself,  became  a 
ruling  passion,  and  when  they  were  placed  as 
a free  gift  in  my  childish  hands,  my  joy  knew 
no  bound.  I had  before  determined  to  col- 
lect coins,  but  from  this  moment  it  became, 
and  for  many  years  continued  the  principal 
object  of  my  existence,  pursued  assiduously 
and  with  no  small  degree  of  success,  consid- 
ering the  limited  field  in  which  I worked,  and 
the  still  more  limited  means  at  my  disposal, 
until  the  year  1847.  At  this  time  desiring  to 
make  a journey,  involving  some  considerable 
expense,  I drew  from  my  cherished  hoard  a 
sufficient  number  of  silver  dollars  and  sold 
them  to  a man  of  numismatic  tastes,  for  the 
needed  amount.  This  was,  with  me,  the  be- 
ginning of  the  coin  business.’’
